And 
according to some automotive 
designers, women are respon- 
sible for all this preoccupation 
with styling. 

One prominent industrial de. 
signer actually came out recent- 
ly and said: “It is the little 
woman who buys the cars, 
When she looks at new cars, she 
sees only the body style, the 
dashboard and the upholstery 
in that order.” 

Though few women would 
pretend to understand what 
goes on under the hood, many 
also take a lively interest in any 
new safe-driving feature. Un« 
fortunately, many of these im- 
provements in motoring have 
been overshadowed recently by 
all the drastic changes in body 
lines, color combinations and 
souped-up horsepower, 

New safety features are con- 
stantly being built into auta 
construction and equipment, 
One part of this continuous pro- 
gram has been directed at over- 
coming the dangers of tire blow- 
outs. A slow leak caused by a 
puncture is not dangerous. But 
if a tire blows out even at com- 
paratively slow speeds, the car 
may swerve into a ditch or into 
the path of approaching auto, 

The new tubeless tire is one 
of the latest measures taken to 
counteract this hazard of the 
highways. But fully as import- 
ant as the rubber in the tire is 
the fabric used to build the tire 
body, By making this fabric or 
tire cord, as it is called, of the 
strongest material known to the 
textile industry — nylon — some 
tire engineers hope to fulfil a 
long-time goal. 

This is to build a tire which 
will last as long as the average 
family keeps a car or even up 
to 100,000 miles. In the nylon 
cord tires these engineers feel 
they have the answer because 
after seven years of wear-test- 
ing over the roughest roads on 
the continent, the first blow-out 
has yet to be recorded. 

The 


three’ main ¢auses of 
blow-outs are moisture, heat 
generated by speed, gradual: 


break-down of the tire due to 
repeated. bending and_ finally 
damage caused by jolts against 
projecting objects. Since nylon 
cord tires proved too tough to 
succumb to these usually fatal 
conditions, they are now rerard- 
ed as virtually blow-out-proof. 

A surprisingly large part of 
life in this country, incidentally, 
is spent being transported from 
place to place on four wheels. 
Today, there is one motor-caf 
for every 5.9 men, women and 
children in Canada, while dur- 
ing the thirties only one in 8.7 
Canadians owned a car. By de- 
veloping an anti-blow-out tire, 
the automotive industry has 
taken a major step toward fre- 
moving some of the risks we 
take every time we step into a 
car.

The trend toward methods 
and means to reduce costs of 
operation on the farm continues 
in full swing. While the prices 
which farmers receive for their 


‘products have declined the cost 


of things which the farmer must 
buy remains at high levels. The 
only avenue stil left to farm- 
ers for a financially successful 
operation lies in reduced cost of 
pperation. ; 

One trend has been toward a 
larger operation. As J. W. Maus, 
Ayr Ont., sees it, “Six hundred 
dollars toming in to a farmer 
with six farms is a more profit- 
able operation than one hundred 
dollars coming in to each of six 
individual farmers.” 

But Mr. Maus is combining 
the larger operation with more 
efficient use of labor to keep his 
costs down. At the present time 
he farms about 1,700 acres of 
several farms and has made 
changes in his barns that;-as he 
puts it, “One man does a lot of 
work” 

Dry feeding around 1,500 head 
of steers a year can mean a lot 
of labor. Mr. Maus has convert- 
ed a number of barns to make 
the labor go further. 

Taking one of his remodelled 
barns as an example of his 
operation, he replaeed the wood 
supports and beams with steel. 
He was surprised to find that 
the difference in costs between 
the wood and steel was just 
around one hundred dollars. 

He divided the ground level 
into long pens. Concrete alleys 
run the length of the pens and 
the feed troughs are right along- 
side. At the top of the pens are 
constant-level water troughs. 
The. pens in this building can 
handle up to 320 head.

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The entrances to the pens are 
open to permit the cattle to en- 
ter and leave at all times. “The 
climate in Ontario is inclined to 
be damp and chilly during the 
winter so I feel we need a fair 
amount of profection for our 
stock,” says Mr. Maus. 

Straw is used for bedding and 
the resulting manure ie easily 
removed by a tractor with a 
front-end loader. 

Hay, straw and grain is stored 
in the huge mow, Feeding 
grinding and mixing is done 
here too. The mixed feed is let 
down through a feed chute to 
the floor below where feed carts 
can be wheeled directly under 
the chute and quickly and easi- 
ly loaded. 

Salt blocks are kept in the 
feed troughs but some fine salt 
is mixed in with the ground 
feed, With this arrangement. it 
takes little work to feed out the 
stock. The whole set-up is de- 
signed for efficient operation. 
Last winter one man and a 16- 
year old boy looked after this 
barn with 320 head and another 
125 cattle “und about 80 hogs, 
with the exception of cleaning 
out the manure. 

While. Mr. Maus raises about 
125 calves a year most of his 


‘feeder stock is bought in West- 


ern Canada and the biggest part 
of that in Alberta. He stil talks 
about the 1,000 head of fat cat- 
tle he bought in the Lethbridge 
district a year ago last August. 
He claims they were the best 
he ever handled. 

When Imperial Farm News 
visited him this last August he 
was feeding 140 head of blacks 
and 40 of whitefaces for the 


Royal Winter Fair, all bought 


in Alberta. 

aturally, there is a lot of 
feed inv@ived in an operation 
of this size. While he grows a 
lot of it he still must buy a 
good-sized chunk. This last June 
he put up a couple of stacks, 
vee | from about 50 to 60 acres, 
fro top clippings of surplus 
pasture. The clippings were 
dumped on the ground and then 
bujl-dozed into a stack. A bull- 
dozer packed it firmly. He al- 
lows there is some spoilage by 
this method and it certainly is 
not as good as a surface trench 
silo, Still, it was surplus and 
fed well. 

Mr. Maus doesn’t believe you 
can beat corn for finishing cat- 
tle but he concedes there are 
times when price relationships 
make barley a mighty attractive 
feed. 

In Canada, the production of 
finished cattle is just about even- 


ly divided between Eastern and . 


Western Canada. But where the 
Western rancher and. feeder 
operates on a large scale by far 
the largest part of the finished 
cattle produced in Eastern Can- 
ada come from a multitude of 
small feeders — the man who 
takes in a carlot of 10 to 40 head 
each fall. Recently there has 
been a trend to a little larger 
scale operation and in south- 
western Ontario feeders are 
taking on 150 to 200 head with 
an odd one handling up to 400 
head. Mr. Maus’ operation rep- 
resents larger and a new trend 
in Eastern Canada.

A ship laden with pear]-shell 
was running before a gale 
through the Torres Strait, off 
North Australia, when she came 
face to face suddenly with a 
coral reef. She was the schooner 
Lancashire Lass, returning to 
her Queensland port one day in 
1890. 

Her skipper looked for a gap 
in the reef, but in vain. It seem- 
ed there was nothing -he could 
do to avoid being wrecked. 

Then came a chance in a mill- 

Tion. As the boat was about to 
crash into the foaming wall, a 
huge wave came up behind her 
and carried her over the reef 
into the ¢alm water of the la- 
goon beyond. 

No Way Out P 

Her crew. were fervently 
thankful, but when the wind 
died down they could find no 
way out of the lagoon. The cor- 
al barrier was all around: them. 


They had to jettison their 
precious pearl-shell and float 
their ship across the reef at 


high tide. 

When they returned to port 
and told the story of their mir- 
aculous escape, the ship’s own- 
ers fitted out another and light- 
er vessel, and sent her with a 
diver to recover the cargo at 
the bottom of the - lagoon. The 
diver reported that not only was 
their cargo safe, but it was rest- 
ing on top of a great mound of 
Spanish silver dollars,

WINTER FOOT CARE.

day celebration how she man- 
aged to avoid this common ail- 
ment.

“Well, as soon as the cold 
weather comes, I stay indoors. I 


- never stir outdoors from the first 


frost until Spring comes.” 


Which is fine if you can man- 
age it. But most of us are eith- 
er rearing a family or earning @ 
living, ahd we find it necessary 
to brave the elements whether 
we want to or not, So we need 
some more practical advice. 

Since a good part of the an- 
nual toll exacted by colds re 
sults from cold and wet feet, it 
is a wise precaution to start at 
the bottom, with your feet. - 

Don't overprotect them. Swad- 
dling feet with heavy galoshes, 
overshoes or rubbers deprives 
them of air, resulting in an ac- 
cumulation of moisture, which 
brings chafing, blisters, some- 
times swelling — and, of course, 
damp feet make you more likely 
to catch cold. 

Give your feet regular, exer- 
cises at the end of each day to 
keep the blood circulating prop- 
‘erly and to limber up muscles. 
This can also be done during the 
day, in a more limited fashion, 
by wiggling your toes inside your 
shoes and by rotating your foot 
from the ankle. 

Two good end-of-day exercis- 
es'are these: 

(1) Stand on your bare ‘toes 
until you've stretched up as high 
as you can, Then point your feet 
inward. This is’ wonderful for 
strengthening the arch. 

_ (2) Sit down in a chair and 
rest your feet on a stool or otto. 
man. Hold one end of a folded 
towel in each hand and place the 
sole of your bare foot in the 
centre of the loop. Bend your 
knee and then push as hard as 
you can against the towel. Do 
this alternately with both legs 
about 40 or 50 times, This exer- 
cise strengthens the calf muscles, 
which frequently ache when you 
change from high-heeled shoes 
into low-heeled walking shoes 
for. stormy weather promenades, 

The right shoes and a little 
care can mean the difference be- 
tween a winter of sniffles and 
painful feet or warm comfort 
underfoot.

I 
was propped up on a couch with 
pillows and blankets, right 
across from the beautiful tree. 

l remember another Christmas 
— or rather, pre-Christmas, We 
were busily engaged for weeks 
making paper-chain dec orations; 
presents for mother and for 
each other that often had to be 
hastily, hidden away. I had two 
brothers, Eddie and fvelyn. 
Eddie was very clever at fret- 
work, This particular Christmas 
he had worked for hours and 
hours making a fretwork clock- 
stand for mother, for which he 
had bought a small clock It 
was almost finished and. stood 
about eight inches high, the clock 
being at the top. One evening 
my two -brothers got into an 


t. Eddie was the easy- 
no type but Evelyn often hed 


most destructive fits of teriper. 
On this occasion he picked up a 
heavy book and threw it at the 
beautiful clock. It was smashed 
completely. The unhappy inci-

dent marred that one Christmas 
for us all. 

From that time on I have no 
recollection of any Christmas 
that was otitstanding because 
every Christmas was happy and 


exciting We used to lie awake 


on Christmas Eve listening .to 
the Waites playing all the old 
familiar hymns: Sometimes carol 
singers would join the Salvation 
Army Band and go from street 
to street singing and playing. 

Then I remember our first 
Christmas in Canada out on the 
prairie, on a farm where Part- 
ner wag working as hired help. 
Mail had been delayed and there 
wasn’t a letter, a parcel, or even 
a Christmas card frofm -our 
friends in the Old Country. 
Christmas morning we got a 
phone call — there was mail at 
the post office. There was no de- 
livery along prairie trails so 
Partner walked in for it — at 
thirty below. Fortunately he had 
only to walk half-a-mile. He 
came back with letters, cards 
and parcels. It was a Happy 
Christmas then, believe me. 

I remember, too, our next 
Christmas on the prairie as we 

‘ were at last in'a home of our 
own. Wee daughter was 11 
months old. We had _ balloons 
and gay streamers hanging from 
the ceiling near her cot. When 
she woke up Christmas morn- 
ing the wonder of it kept her 
cooing for hours. 

Then came our first Christmas 
at Ginger Farm. Our ten-room 
house was sparsely furnished 
and very cold. All our money 
had gone into stock and imple- 
ments. But we were happy — we 
had our baby with us ... our 
son whose life for the first nine 
months teetered perilously on 
the borderline between life and 

death. Dee was nearly four, a 
happy healthy little girl. We did 
not know then we were heading 
into a depression that would 


mean a lean Christmas for many 
years to come. 

And now to Christmas 1954. 
As we grow older we are thank- 
ful for each Christmas that finds 
our family circle still complete. 

So that is Christmas through 
the years as I remember it. You, 
too, will have your memories. 
Happy ones, I trust. And I hope 
that this Christmas was the 
happiest yet.

His “‘Rush Hour’’ 


At thirty-two, Tom Metcalfe

The rest of the day is 
spent in merry-making, dancing 
and singing.

_ PLAIN HORSE SENSE .. 


Canadian farm net income in 
1954 will be down a cool billion 
dollars from its peak of $2,200,- 
000, 000 in 1951. 


The continuous recession of 
farm income over the last three 
years is due mainly to the de- 
cline of prices of all agricultural 
commodities to which in the 
current year was added the crop 
failure in the West. 


Beef price was practically cut 
in half, butter has been at floor 
price for the last two years, 
hogs came close to it this fall 
and eggs, in mf&ny parts. of the 
country, are below the 32 cents 
per dozen supposed to be a mihi- 
mum price to the producer. 


These 32¢ per dozen of eggs, 
incidentally, are not guaranteed 
by the government, but prom- 
ised by the packers. The pack- 
ers, however, received a guaran- 
tee from the government of 38 
cents per dozen plus storage and 
handling charges. 


Although feed grains are 
down, prices of mill feeds and 
mixed feeds have gone up; so 
have the costs of production in 
general. Increased costs coupled 
with decreased cash income have 
actually cut the purchasing 


_ power of the farmer in half. 


The slump in agriculture has 
already had its effect on indus- 
try as rising unemployment fig- 
ures show. Unless. thé trend is 


' changed, it may drag down the 


whole economy. 


1954 has seen Great Britain 
withdraw from the International 
Wheat Agreement unwilling to 
Cc. D. Howe's de- 
mand for a top price of $2.05, 
In view of the considerable drop 
of the wheat price below the 
ceiling, Mr. Howe's insistence 
on the extra nickel proved to be 
lack of foresight, unless, of 
course, Canada’s Minister of 
Trade wants to get away from 
co-operative marketing and back 
to the old catch-as-catch-can, 


The Canadian Wheat Board 
has been under constant attack 
and a British Columbia farmer 
has taken legal action, presum- 
ably with anti-Board backing, to 
test its constitutionality. 


The floor price policy of the 
federal government, meagre as 
it is, has also been attacked by 
the press, processors, distribu- 
tors and even a provincial Min- 
isteF of Agriculture.

ly the butter floor of 58¢ is be- 
ing criticised as too costly for 
the taxpayer. The net cost to 
the federal. government of the 
butter support program since 
1949 has been $2,606,742. Half 
a million dollars per year, how- 
ever, seems to be a low price 
for the stabilization of the dairy 
industry, most important branch 
of farming outside of wheat. 


In 1954 the United States of 
America imposed further restric- 
tions on the importation of Can- 
adian farm products, meekly 
accepted by the Canadian gov- 
ernment which also refused the 
advice of the CCF members in 
the House of Commons to ex- 
port farm surpluses against pay~- 
ment in foreign currencies. The 
idea was taken up by the Ame- 
ricans and the U.S. Adminis- 
tration is authorized to sell 
abroad farm products up to one 
billion dollars and accept the 
buyer’s currency. 

Encouraging signs, however, 
are coming frompthe ranks of 
Canada’s farm signs of re-. 
bellion agairist llow agri- 
cultural polici the Liberal 
government in wa. 


In the West the hue and cry 
for direct political action of far- 
mers has been raised and upon 
the initiative of the. Interpro- 
vincial Farm Union Council a 
farmer-labour committee has 
been established together with 
TLC and CCL to consult regu- 
larly on questions of common 
interest. 


A Canadian farm program 
for 1955 will include the follow- 
ing points: 

1) Strengthening of the Can- 
adian Wheat Board by the addi- 
tion of producer reperesenta- 
tives; . 

2) Establishment of a Board 
of Live Stock Commissioners; 


3) Continuation of floor prices 
for farm products; 

4) Federal legislation enabling 
producers to establish National 
Marketing Agencies.

What was he really like — 
the screen's fabulous lover, Ru- 
dolph Valentino, the “Sheik” of 


the 1920s whom young men 
aped and women went crazy 
about? 


“As strange a man as I ever 
met,” says Hollywood director 
Adolph Zukor, who cast the 
young Italian ‘for the part after 
he had worked as landscape 
gardener, dishwasher, gigolo, 
and “bit ” actor in the studios. 
He hardly moved his lips when 
he sang. His acting was mostly 
confined to protruding his large, 
occult eyes, drawing back‘ the 
lips of his wide, sensuous mouth, 
baring his gleaming teeth, and 
flaring his nostrils. 

Always in Debt 

Improvident, with expensive 
tastes, he lived from day to day, 
and all his life was in debt. 
Zukor’s corporation raised his 
salary far above the contract 
terms. This only whetted his 
appetite, which became down- 
right unreasonable after “Blood 
and Sand,” with America’s lads 
imitating him, women organiz- 
ing fan clubs and mobbing the 
theatres. 

He rarely smiled, on the 
screen or off; Zukor cannot re- 
call ever having seen him laugh, 
yet he could be charming when 
he wished. But he could be 
violently tempermental, too. 

One day Zukor saw him ar- 
guing with an assistant director. 
His face paled with fury, his 
eyes stared wildly, his whole 
body quivered, he was near hy- 
steria. The situation grew worse, 
and finally he walked out with 
no intention of returning. 

Arrested for Bigamy 

He was married, but the re- 
lationship did not last long. 
Later he fell in love with the 
beautiful Winifred O'’Shaugh- 
nessy, who preferred to be 
known as Natacha Rambova. 
She was art director for Alla 
Nazimova, one of Zukor’s stars, 
and like Valentino, believed 


‘herself to be guided by a super- 


nautral power. They were mar- 


‘ried before his ‘divorce decree 


was final. Arrested in Los An- 
geles for bigamy, he got out of 
it on the plea that the marriage 
had never been consummated. 

Natacha appeared cold, mys- 
terious, and affected Oriental 
garb and manners, but it was 
felt that she would be a good 
influence on him, and _ she 
brought him back.* But now, 
Zukor says in his engrossing 
memoirs of fifty years of film 
life — “The Public is Never 
Wrong”—they had two Powers 
to deal with. She began to insert 
herself into the smallest details, 
and he backed her in everything. 
His new pictures, “Monsieur 
Beaucaire” and “The Sainted 
Devil,” were less successful, 

$80,400 Trip 

But the Valentino cult con- 
tinued, Newspapers poked fun 
at the sleek hair and powdered 
faces of the “sheiks.” Things 
were not helped when he wore 
a slave bracelet given.him by 
Natacha, but he raged’ at any 
suggestions that he discard it. 

Zukor's firm did not renew 
his contract, partly because Na- 
tacha’ wanted even more con- 
trol over his pictures, so with a 
new company founded for the 
purpose he began work on a 
film dealing with the Moors in 
early Spain. Author: Natacha, 
The pair spent $80,000 travel- 
ling in Europe for background 
material and exotic props, then 
the story was shelved and 
“Cobra” substituted, with Na- 
tacha in full charge. It did poor- 
ly, and the venture folded up, so 
did the marriage. Shortly after 
Joseph Schenck of United. Art- 
ists took a chance with “The 
Son of the Sheik,” Valentino's 
last picture. 


His publicity became less fay. 
ourable, the fun poked at the 


_‘sheik” increased, and he grew 
“more irritable. 


He was in Chicago when the 
‘Tribune’ had an editorial head- 
ed “The Pink Powder Puffs" 
about a face-powder coin device 
in the men’s cloakroom at a 
dance hall. 

Many of the young men car- 
ried their own powder-puffs, 
and by inserting a coin could 
get a sprinkle of powder. The 
editorial viewed this with alarm, 
placing most of the blame on 
“Rudy, the beautiful gardener’s 


’ boy” and expressing sorrow that 


he hadn’t been drowned long 
ago. An earlier editorial had 
poked fun at the slave bracelet. 
According to his business 
manager, Valentino's “face pal- 
ed, his eyes blazed, and his 
muscles stiffened.” He dashed 
off an open letter “ to the Man 
(7) Who Wrote the Editorial 
Headed ‘The Pink Powder 
Puffs’,” and gave it to a rival 
newspaper. “I call. you a con- 
temptible coward,” he wrote, 
challenging him. to a boxing or 
wrestling contest, expressing the 
hope that “I will have an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate to you 
that the wrist under the slave 
bracelet may snap a real fist 
into your sagging jaw,” and 
closing with “Utter Contempt.” 
SUICIDE AND RIOTS 
When Valentino, stricken with 
appendicitis, died in 1925, Zukor 
‘was stunned by the hysteria 
which followed. In London a 
woman dancer committed sui- 
cide, in New York another shot 
herself on a heap of his photo- 
graphs. His body was laid in 
state at Campbell’s Funeral 
Home, New York, and imme- 
diately a crowd of 30,000, mostly 
women, gathered. Rioting began 
as police tried to form queues, 
Windows were smashed. Mount- 
ed police charged and women 
rubbed soap on the pavement to 
make the horses slip.

Selling Spiders 


Cobwebs hanging low over 
the bar used to be a_ special 
attraction in an old-world’ inn 
in Herefordshire.

perimental Farm, the yield of 
marketable” potatoes on dyke- 
land soil was increased 11 per 
cent as a result of adding 2,000 
pounds of conditioner per acre, 
and at Normandin Experimental 
Station, the yield of silage corn 
was increased 83 per cent follow- 
ing treatment with 1,000 pounds 
of conditioner per acre. In the 
remainder of the tests on oats, 
sugar beets, wheat, corn grain, 
barley and potatoes — except 
at Nappan — no significant dif- 
ferences in yield could be as- 
cribed to the conditioner.

In other tests it was found, 
that soil conditioners. had a 
measurable effect on soil prop- 
erties. Generally they tended 
to improve the crumb structure 
and the rate of percolation of 
water through the soil was 
speeded up. The total porosity 
and the non-capillary porosity 
was higher in the treated than 
in the untreated soil.

Results of thie studies do not 
indicate that soil conditioners 
at. present available have a place 
in general farming practice in 
Canada. With current costs of 
about $1 a pound, conditioners 
could not reasonably be used at 
recommended rates except on 
very small plots or extremely 
valuable land. sClearly evident 
changes in certain physical 
characteristics of the soil due 
to treatment with conditioners 
have been noted consistently but 
these benefits have not been re- 
flected in higher yields.

Concealed in a luggage. van 
of the Manchester to London 
night. express, two railway po- 
licemen recently saw a pair of 
thieves creep into the van and 
break open a mail-bag. As one 
of them. plunged a hand inside 
it, he gasped with astonishment. 
For two nearby mailbags had 
suddenly come to life -- and out 
popped the policemen! 

With an authorized establish- 
ment of 3.842, the present - day 
strength of the British Trans 
port Commission's Police Force 
is 3,365 policemen and 113 
policewomen. This is a sizeable 
squad, the biggest single dark

Railway police often show 
outstanding courage. One, Rob- 
ert Cameron, recently saved a 
£4,000 vanload of whisky and 
was awarded the BiE.M most 
deservedly 

He was on fis Usuai beat at 
Burton-on-Trent when he saw 
a gang jump into a lorry which 
had whisky aboard, Dashing for- 
ward, he grappled with one of 
them and managed to immo 
bilize the vehicle. Bat, a solitary 
policeman, he was no,match for 
a whole gang of determined 
thugs. They hammered into him 
and, es they trussed him up 
like a turkey, he feigned un 
eons: OUusnena, 


They dragged him off to 4 
warehouse and left him there. 
But as soon as they locked the 
door on him Cameron struggled 
free, ran to a shunter’s cabin, 
raised the’ alarm and saved the 
whisky. 

In 1951, British Railways 
adopted a precaution which has 
since paid dividends — the pro- 
vision of steel grille corridors 
‘alongside luggage vans, 80 
screening off the van's contents 
very effectively from petty pil- 
ferers. But the fight never re- 
laxes; and “all’s fair” in this 
unseen battle of the tracks and 
sidings. Police disguise them- 
selves as porters, holiday- 
makers, ticket collectors, shunt- 
ers, even business men, clean- 
ers and waiters in order to 
watch suspects, or investigate ‘a 
source of leakage. 


Goods Trains “Milked” 


In Scotland, a few months 
back, a shady coal merchant 
entered into league with some 
gangsters and, for a time, “milk- 
ed” goods trains so craftily that 
dozens of truck-loads of best 
quality house coals, were divert- 
ed into his yard. He never paid 
a penny for a single consign- 
ment. 


In Wales, a-gang greased the 
tracks along a stretch of steep 
gradient. ‘They selected moon- 
less nights for their van-bust- 
-ing operations, Then, as train 
was forced to stop while the 
crew sanded the rails, they 
struck, bursting open the goods 
yan with crowbars to whip out 
‘ everything within reach into @ 
waiting lorry. 

But sometimes the rail gangs, 
responsible for sixty per cent, 
of all thieving on our railways, 
-eatch a Jonah or one of Chief 
Officer Richards’ “plants.” 


A rail ’tec hid himself in a 
wicker hamper inside a goods 
van at Camden Town. It was, 
he imagined, a perfect observa- 
tion post. But judge his surprise 
when the thieves he intended 
to watch pinched the basket and 
carried him off, along with other 
stolen goods, to a poky little 
warehouse off London’s docks! 


He popped up through the lid, 
and by sheer Jack-in-the-box 
‘shock tactics collared his kid- 
nappers. 

Again, through spreading 
false information at haunts 
popular with goods thieves, the 
railway police dangle a bogus 
carrot before the gang’s, noses. 
Then, instead of a vanload of 
tobacco or nylons, the crooks 
open the van’s doors to find 
waiting police. + 

Policewomen, too, act as de- 
coys and tackle the risky job of 
detecting and. arresting those 
respnosible for assaults on wo- 
men passengers. These girls in 
railway” blue, or plain clothes, 
often find their mirrors handy 
for watching a suspect’s move- 
ments. 


Seen in the Mirror 


Perhaps the most inspired use 
of a mirror was made by a po- 
liceman disguised as a porter 
at Crewe.Glancing into a slot 
machine’s mirror, he saw a man 
fidgeting with his braces. Hav- 
ing undone them — he was hid- 
ing behind a pillar — he turned 
slowly round and round as if 
winding himself up. The police- 
man moved over to investigate. 
Instantly, his man hared off 
down the line. But, with his 
braces unfastened, he was &@ 
loser from the start.

The new Part II of the Veterans’ 
Land Act embodies recommenda: | 
tions which were made by the Ont- 
ario Command Housing Committee 
at the 1953 Provincial Convention 
of the Canadian Legion at Sudbury. | 
Embodied in a brief which was 
adopted by the -Deminion Command 
Housing Committee of the Legion 
and submitted to the Federal Cabi- 
net, these recommendations were 
made part of the Act passed at the 
1954 session of Parliament and pro- | 
claimed on August 2nd. The new 
Part Il of the Act is important in 
that it ex@inds the provisions of 
V.L.A. to include the making of 
loans for homes built on city or 
town sized lots. Previously the 
minimum size lot under the. Act 
was two acres. The change mak«s 
it possible for veterans living with- | 
in the boundaries of Madoc to come 
under the Act and securing loans 
for. building their homes, under 
more generous terms than previous- 
ly were available. 

One of the conditions of V. L. A. 
loans for homes in urban centres, 
however, is that the veteran must 
be qualified to build his own home, 
sand must participate in its cop; 
struction to the maximum amount 
possible with his own labor. Guid- 
ance and supervision, however, are 
available from the V.L.A. construc- 
tion staff. The veteran may sub-let 
contracts to various trades allied 
with fhe construction industry. I 
this way, the cost of the home to 
be built can be reduced very con- 
sidegably. The maximum loan avail- 
able under this provision is $8,000, 
with a minimum down payment of 
$800, which may be in the form of 
| land value or cash, 
; Provision is. made for 
lelasses to be held for instruction of 
veterans in building their own 
\ homes, under the direction of con- 
struction experts. These night class- 
es will be established wherever 
there is.a_ sufficient demand for 
them.

Twenty Suicides 


Fiom the songs of Francois 
Villon, King of the Vagabonds, 
to the “Ballad of Reading Gaol,” 
song and ballad have continual- 
ly appeared in connection with 
law breakers. 

Italy has a whole collection 
of traditional criminal songs in 
praise of prison, and there is one 
British ballad on the same sub- 
ject which describes all H.M. 
prisons with feeling and pre- 
cision. It ends: 

“Portland is worst of the tot 

to joke in, 

For fetching a lagging there's 

no place like Woking!” 

But what eerie effect is it 
which is exerted by certain 
types of music? A Hungarian 
government official wrote a 
piece of music and’ then shot 
himself. By some morbid attrac- 
tion the composition became 
popular .and the police attribu- 
ted twenty suicides to its influ- 
ence. 

The tune was bantied in Hun- 
gary. But some little time later 
a man was found hanged in 
America with the name of the 
tune mentioned on a note in his 
pocket. In 1937 a woman was 
found dead in London, apparant- 
ly her own hand, In the room 
was a gramaphone which had 
run down and appeared to have 
been playing as she died. On the 
turntable was record of the ill- 
omened Hungarian tune. 

Several murderers have been 
fond of music. Eugene de Vere, 
who killed a girl in 1926, was a 
competent performer on the ac- 
cordion. Thurtell, who murder- 
ed Weare at Elstree in 1823, 
came home-from the deed and 
insisted on a sing-song. 

“Brides in the Bath” Smith 
insured a wornan he had “mar- 
ried” and:on the day that she 
made her will in his favour he 
decreed that she must take a 
bath. That evening there was 
heard a splashing in the bath- 
room followed by a Jong sigh. A 
few minutes later there was the 
‘sound of the harmonium down- 
stairs.

It was easy enough 
then to. find a cool room! In 
fact the cactus eventually got 
frozen so badly it never recov- 
ered, We got frozen too — more 
or less — but we managed to 
go on living. The plant I have 
now was given me by a friend 
who moved away and had no 
room for the plant in her new 
home. 

Each year, after the cactus 
has bloomed it. is a good idea 
to encourage a little new growth, 
Don’t worry if roots come 
through the bottom of the pot. 
The cactus is one plant that 
likes to be pot-bound. It is also 
a good idea at this time to pot 
a few slips for giving away to 
friends.

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Royal Bank Assets 
Top $3 Billion Mark 


ithe Royal Bank of Canada 
closed its fiscal year ending No- 
wember 30th with assets of $3,- 
026,895,844, the first Canadian 
chartered bank to pass the $3 
billion mark. The Annual Bal- 
ance Sheet, just released, shows 
assets have increased by over 
$131,000,000 as compared with a 
year ago. Loans and Deposits 
are at the highest levels ever 
by any Candian bank. 
A notable feature of this year’s 
Statement is a major change in 
the capital structure of the bank. 
As a result of the issue last July 
Ist of 700,000 additional shares 
of Capital Stock, the paid up 
eapital of the bank has increas- 
ed from $35,000,000 to $41,809,- 
#63. From the sale of this addi- 
tional stock the bank also real- 
ized a premium of $13,619,726 
which, together with $16,000,000 
transferred from inner reserves 
has been added to the Rest 
Fund. In addition the bank has, 
for the fifth year in a row, trans~- 
ferred to the Rest Fund a por- 
tion of the current year’s net 
earnings, the figure this year 
being $4,000,000. As a result of 
these transactions the Rest Fund 
now stands at /$103,619,726. 
Capital Funds thus total $146,- 
933,664, a figure which sets a 
record high level for all Can- 
adian banks. When the instel- 
ment subscriptions for the new 
issue are fully paid, the Capital 
and Reserve Funds will stand at 
$42,000,000 and $104,000,000 -re- 
spectively, which, with undivi- 
ded profits, will make the total 
Capital Funds of the bank $147,- 
604,075. 
Deposits have attained the im- 
pressive total of $2,797,548,149, 
of which over $1,126,000,000 are 


able in Canada. Deposits by the 
public have increased by nearly 


$90,000,000.

When Dickens 
Visited America 


No reception was ever given 
to any foreigner in the United 
States quite like that accorded 
to Boz. The visit of Lafayette 
a few years before (1826) had 
been an occasion of greater na~ 
tional honour. The later visits of 
such people as the patriot Kos~ 
suth called forth larger crowds 
and more public tribute. But the 
young Dickens was hailed with 
a warmth of personal affection 
never manifested before or 
since. They welcomed in him 
all the geniality of Mr. Pick- 
wick, all the appeal of little 
Oliver and Little Nell, all the 
charm of old English Christ- 
fas for the people of a newer 
England. And Dickens at the 
first met it with a boyish and 
buoyant delight that matched his 


welcome. He was full of life 
and power and of speech that 
never flagged: “Here we are,” 


he said in his clear and merry

voice as he entered the old Tre- 
mont House. Later on, after 
dinner, he was out in the snow~- 
bound streets, merry, boister- 
—pus, exuberant, delighted with 
everything, Boz was just what 
Boz ought to be. No wonder, 
they smothered him with adul- 
ation. 

The country simply went wild 
over him. The time of his com~- 
ing was fortunate. There was 
at the moment no partictlar na- 
tional excitement. The tumult 
over “nullification” had died 
down, and secession had not yet 
come up. It was midway be- 
tween two presidential elections, 
There was no cable to bring 
news of foreign wars, and no 
foreign war to bring news of. 
Under these circumstances the 
arrival of young Boz became a 
first-class national event. 

The proceedings opened with 
a rush of reporters to meet. the 
ship,.a sort of procession to the 
Tremont House, where Dickens 
was to stay, and a crowd. of 
eager faces lined up on the side- 
walk to get a look at him. Then 
followed calls and jnvitations 
in a flood. Dickens’ table at the 
hotel was soon piled high with 
unopened letters. He had to en- 
gage a young man, a My, Put- 
nam who wrote an account of 
it all. He gives us a picture of 
Dickens and his wife break- 
fasting in their sitting room at 
the hotel, Boz tearing open let- 
ters, dictating, eating, and talk- 
ing all at the same time, and 
a local sculptor of note (a Mr. 
Alexander) making a bust of 
him at the side of the room and 
occasionally walking around to 
get a “close-up” lock at him. 
There were dinners and recep- 
tions in all directions. Boz was 
introduced to the leading liter- 
ary people of Boston and of 
Harvard. He was taken out to 
Springfield to see the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature, where, we 
are told by the press, “his ap- 
pearance in the Senate cham- 
ber created quite a stir among 
the members.”—From “Charles 
Dickens His Life and Work,” by 
Stephen Leacock. 


She Nearly Caught 
A Falling Star

When John Donne wrote “Go 
and catch a falling star” he 
thought he was creating an im- 
age of impossibility. But a Mrs. 
Hulett Hodges of Sylacauga, 
Ala., who perhaps doesn’t read 
John Donne (few people do, 
these days), very nearly caught 
a falling star. Rather, it very 
nearly caught her. She was 
struck on the hip and hand by a 
meteorite that ripped through 
the roof of her home while she 
was taking a nap. It was only a 
_hine-pound meteorite, an astral 
fragment which the skies will 
never muss. But to Mrs. Hod- 
ges, it is her meteorite, her per- 
sonal evidence that stars once 
really fell on Alabama. 
Now they want to 
away from her. “They” means 
the Air Force and the State 
Museum of Natural History. The 
Air Force has taken possession 
of the meteorite and says it will 
be sent to Washington for scien- 
tifie research. The museum, lo- 
cated in Tuscaloosa, says it 
wants the meteorite for display 
purposes. Mrs, Hodges says she 
wants the meteorite as a@ s0U- 
venir to talk about when folks 
drop. in 
Science, of course, must be 
served, and perhaps some kind 
of a compromise can be worked 
out whereby the Air Force can 
conduct its experiments and re- 
turn the meteorite forthwith to 
Mrs. Hodges. In her turn, she 
might be willing to lend it to 
the museum occasionally, say on 
alternate Sundays. But it might 
well be made the law of the 
land:. any meteorite falling on 
any person shall belong to said 
person.

‘“Upside-Down”’ 
Tree That 
Never Dies 


Africa’s toughest tree, the 
baobab, survives fire, storm, 
girdling (stripping off all the 
bark) and all kinds of ill-treat- 
ment. It is sometimes called 
the “cream of tartar’ tree be- 
cause the acid in the fruit pulp 
is tartaric acid. 

Its roots go deep but its bran- 
ches are short and stubby and 
for most of the year are bare of 
leaves. It rarely grows higher 
than sixty feet—which is low 
compared with the girth of its 
trunk. When the tree is found 
in dry inland regions the 
branches look so much like 
roots that local native legend 
says “an angry devil planted 
the baobab upside down.” 

Though the baobab takes 
many centuries to achieve its 
full size (a trunk with a diam- 
eter of thirty feet is quite nor- 
mal), its timber, unlike most 
trees that mature slowly, is soft 
and pulpy and quite useless. Its 
leaves are not unlike those of 
the horse-chestnut. 

Africans have found that its 
fibrous bark makes exceilent 
ropes and even tough fabrics. 
known as monkey 
bread or sour gourd, has a vari- 
ety of uses. The seeds and the 
acid-tasting pulp make a gruel 


which natives quite enjoy. The - 
. pulp 


juices are invaluable as 
medicine to combat - various 
swamp fevers, while witch-doc- 
tors use them as cure-alls. The 
natives have found, also, that 
when cooked the leaves have a 

’ spinach-like flavour. They feed 
them to their cattle when other 
crops are in short supply.

The baobab is a tree which 
refuses to die. Natives, seeking 
its bark to make ropes, fre- 
quently girdle the tree, strip- 
ping the bark off completely as 
high as they can reach. This 
would kill any-normal tree, but 
the baobab is unperturbed. It 
simply grows another bark 
round its 100 feet of girth— 
and meanwhile goes on growing. 

Frequently natives carve gl- 
gantic caverns inside the trunk, 
leaving only a foot-thick outer 
“skin,” and then use this cave 
as a dwelling, or to store things. 
Sometimes they fill the cave 
with water and use it as a res- 
ervoir in dry periods. 

Even forest fires, which have 
swept other trees of apparently 
sterner stuff into dusty ash, fail 
to destroy the baobab. Stunted, 
blackened, it soon puts forjh 
new branches which in time 
are again covered (in season) 
with leaves. 

It can, of course, be cut down. 
But it is a tough task. Famous 
David Livingstone saw this for 
himself, when he ordered one 
to be chopped down. At last 
it fell. But not to die. Months 
later he noted with amazement 
that the “dead tree” had grown 
another inch since it had been 
felled to the ground!

Most of us love roast beef. We 
may not agree on whether it 
should be cooked rare, medium 
or well done, but over our pref- 
erence for beef itself there is no 
argument. So. some hints about 
how to choose and cook it might 
not be amiss. 

* 


* * 


Shopping for roast beef. A 


“good shopping point to remem- 


ber is that each of the 3 roast 
beef cuts from a‘rib section may 
be priced differently. There are 
geven ribs in a section (eight 
‘are included in some places). 
TRe first cut next to the loin— 
two or three ribs—is the most 
tender and usually priced. ac- 
cordingly. The center cut is 
next. Last, the two large ribs 
next to the shoulder-—these are 
the least tender but still good 
for roasting. 


Rib roasts are found in. the 
market in one of three forms: 
first, a standing rib rogst with 
the full rib bone, measuring 
about 10” in length. Next \is a 
standing rib roast with short 
ribs removed.( The short ends 
of the ribs are cut off, then 
cut again in serving size pieces 
for another dish.) In the third 
cut. the” ri® section may be 
boned, rolled and tied. 

For tender beef, look for dull 
red, lean meat The fat is creamy 
white, with marbling streaks 
throughout the lean parts 

For best roasting select a piece 
of beef 4” high or with at least 
2 ribs. For each serving allow % 
pound of a standing roast, or “sy 
pound of boned and rolled roast. 

How to roast beef. Place a 
standing rib roast, fat side up, 
in a shallow open roasting pan. 
The rib end makes its own rack. 
A rolled roast should be placed 
on one of the cut sides on a rack 
in a shallow roasting pan, Wipe 
meat with a damp cloth, then 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 

Roast uncovered in a moder- 
ately low oven, 325° F.. Follow 
this time guide: 

Pounds Rare Medium 
Standing 6 2% hrs. 2% hrs. 
Rib Roast 8 3 hre 3% hrs. 
Rolled 4 2% hrs. 2% hrs. 
Rib Roast 6 3 hrs. 3% hrs. 

If a meat thermometer is used, 
insert it in the center of roast so 
it does not fouch bone. Roast 
beef until meat thermometer 
registers degrees of doneness de- 
sired—140° F. for rare. 160° F, 
for medium. 170° F. for well- 
done beef. 

To serve. Place standing rib 
roast on a platter-on the largest 
flat surface, ribs crosswise. A 
rolled rib roast also has the cut 
side up on a platter for easy 
carving. Trim the platter with 
water cress or other greens. 
Now make the gravy and serve 
in a very hot separate dish. 


Beef Gravy ... velvety brown, 
slightly thickened gravy for a 
roast of beef. 

% cup fat and drippings from 
roast beef 

% cup all-purpose flour 

2 cups water 

alt and pepper 

Few drops bottled brown sauce 
or meat extract (optional) 

After roast is removed from 
baking pan, skin off excess fat 
reserving the % cup drippings 
with some fat. Blend in flour; 
place pan, over moderate heat 


and add water gradually, stir- 
ring constantly. Continue until all 
browned drippings are loosened 
and dissolved. Continue cooking 
and stirring untit gravy thickens, 
Add salt, pepper, brown sauce 
or extract to suit your family, 
Serve in a separate dish along 
with the roast. Makes about 2 
cups. 

If a deep brown gravy color 
is desired and there is not suf- 
ficient drippings to make it so, 
do this: After: flour is blended

Sell More Eggs 


Eggs packaged in window-type 
cartons outsell.eggs in the con- 
ventional closed type by up to 
40 per cent, according to recent 
U.S. tests. 

Prior) studies had shown that 
nearly_a fifth of egg purchasers 
in supermarkets handled cartons 
before buying — camparing 
weights, feeling the tops, or ac~- 
tually opening the carton in 
making their ¢hoice to buy. This, 
coupled with the trend towards 
the use of transparent contain- 
ers and packages for many 
@ther products, suggested that 
egg sales might be increased if 
customers were able to view the 
contents of an egg carton. 

In the experiments “look-in” 
packages were designed with 25, 
40 and 50 per cent of the cover 
consisting of cellulose film. 
These cartons had considerably

more window space than any 
other egg carton in current use. 
Each package was printed with 
the sdme brand name, color, size 
and grade of egg and was .dis- 
played in supermarkets - along 
with similar non-windowed car- 
tons. The position of each type 
of carton in the display was 
changed periodically to remove 
any effect of position om sales. 


The package with the most 
window surface was the most 
successful, exceeding sales of 
those in the non-windowed car- 
ton by 40 per cent. Even those 
with the least window surface 
sold 19 per cent more than the 
completely closed carton. 


Color also plays an important 
part in egg merchandising. It 
was found that white eggs pack- 
aged in cartons with blue in- 


teriors increased sales, while 
brown eggs did best when dis- 
played against white back- 
grounds. 


Safe Winter Driving 


Almost every driver feels that 
he is a “good” or “better than 
average” driver in winter wea- 
ther. 

Some special techniques which 
give this feeling of confidence 
when driving on ice or snow can 


be called good driving skills, but 


unfortunately many of them are 
tricks which may not always 
work or which have no factual 
basis. In an effort to get the 
right answers and eliminate 
guess work and misinformation, 
the National Safety Council's 
Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards has spent years of re- 


search on special problems of | 


safe winter driving. 


For driving practices under all 
kinds of winter conditions, the 
committee recommends six basic 
rules essential for safe winter 
driving. They are: 

1, Accept your responsibility 
to do all in your power to drive 
without an accident. Don't 
blame the weatherman for. an 
accident. Be prepared and meet 


the situation. 


2. Get the “feel” of the road. 
Try brakes occasionally while 
driving slowly and away from 
traffic. Find out just how slip- 
pery the road is and adjust your 
speed to road and weather con- 


ditions. Remember, you can't 
stop on an icy dime! 
3. Keep the windshield clear 


of snow and ice, fog and frost. 
Be stire headlights, windshi¢gld 
wiper blades and defrosters are 
in top condition. You have to 
see danger to avoid it. 

4. Use tire chains and good 
tires. Don’t rely on worn smooth 
tires. Use tire chains on snow 
and ice, They cut stopping dis 
tances about half, give four to 


seven times more starting and 
climbing traction ability, But 
even with the help of chains, 
slower than normal speeds are 


a “must'’ on snow and ice. 


5. Pump your brakes to slow" 
down or stop. Jamming them 
on can>lock the wheels and 
throw you into a dangerous 
skid. A little skidding can car- 


ry you a long Way. 

6. Follow at a safe distance, 
Keep well back of the vehicle 
ahead—give yourself room to 
atop. Remember, without tire 
chains, it takes three to 12 times 
as far to stop on snow and ice 
as on dry concrete. 

Winter adds three important 
factors to the usual year ‘round 


driving hazards. They are: 
Reduced visibility, inadequate 
traction, and temperature 
changes 

The factors of reduced vis 


bility and inadequate .traction 
are pretty obvious and are prob- 
ably generally recognized. 

Temperature, however, plays a 
much more important part on 
braking distances and traction 
than most drivers realize, espec- 
ially on ice. For example, when 
you first remove an ice cube from 
the refrigerator, it is sticky to 
the touch and not too slippery. 
After a few minutes in a warm 
room, this same ice cube is so 
slippery it is difficult to hold. 

A similar situation faces the 
driver who starts out on an icy 
road early in the morning while 
it’s stil] quite cold. He finds 
“pulling away” traction and 
stopping ability fairly-good. But 
as the sun comes out and the 
temperature rises, he doesn’t 
realize that the ice will become 
much more treacherous. When 
he finds he can’t stop in time to 
avoid an accident, it’s often too 
late. 

The action of ice in response 
to temperature presents a real 
hazard to the unwary = driver 
who doesn't continuously heed 
the caution to “get the feel of 
the road,” 

How To Stop 

Tests show that braking dis- 
tances can be considerably re 
duced by pumping brakes 50 
they are alternately applied and 
completely released. This tech- 
nique also helps retain steering 
control—important since few car 
drivers realize that a sliding or 
spinning wheel provides no di- 
rectional control whatsoever. 

On glare ice the pumping 
technique is one all drivers 
should use. It's different, but 
not particularly difficult, It con- 
sists of a series of very rapid 
Brake applications, making sure 
that brakes are fully applied for 
an instant and then completely 
released for an instant. The 
driver should do this just 4 
rapidly as he can, 

On packed snow and less slip 
pery surfaces, the driver can 
usually feel the point at «which 
the brakes lock and the wheels 
start sliding. On such surfaces, 
therefore, the preferred tech- 
nique is for the driver to apply 
the brakes gently until he feels 
that the wheels are starting to 
alide and then release them 
slightly. However, uf he can- 
not get results, he should start 
the pumping technique at once. 

How To Start 

On snow or ice, start in second 
or high gear. . This permits a 
smoother acceleration which 
will get you moving without

And, letting the clutch 
out with a jam and spinning the 
wheels isn’t good for tires or 
chains. ; 

A fluid clutch-or an automatic 
transmission greatly helps in ac- 
celerating gently and smoothly. 
If your car has overdrive or is of 
the dual range type, leave it in 
“low range.” It will handle 
steadier with less shiftirig. 


Start slowly and then steadily 
accelerate. Good drivers practice 
this in the summer as well as in 
the winter. 


Tire Chains 


Most drivers dislike the both- 
er of putting on tire chaing but 
tests have shown tire chains cut 
braking distances in half on both 
snow and ice. With reinforced 
chains, traction to get going is 
increased about seven. times 
over that possible with regular 
tires on ice. On packed snow, 
such chains outpull regular tires 
nearly four times. 

Reinforced tire chains (each 
link of the cross-chains is rein- 
forced by projecting teeth or 
cleats) are very effective on 
glare ice in reducing braking 
distances, opposing side skids 
and increasing forward traction, 
as compared with regular 
chains. Particularly noticeable 
in these improved chains is 
their much better resistance to 
side skid. 
Special Tires 

Leading tire manufacturers 
have been doing much work to 
improve tires so that ghey give 
better service the year around, 
In recent years they. have pro- 
duced many special treads and 
winterizing treatments designed 
to increase traction on winter's 
snow and ice. 

These special tires serve a 
purpose/ under certain weather 
or road conditions, particularly 
when snow or slush is soft and 
not too deep—so that the tread 
can bear down and grip into 
the soft surface. s 

In its numerous test projects 
on snow and ice,. the National 
Safety Council's Committee on 


Winter Driving Hazards has 


\ studied more than 25 treads and 


winterizing treatments specially 
designed for winter use. The. 
conclusions are that a few of the 
winter tires reduce braking dis- 


tances somewhat and improve 
traction, particularly on soft 
snow. However, the overall 


improvement of even the best 
tires tested is not great enough 
to warrant less care or precau- 
tion when driving on slippery 
surfaces. Considering the haz- 
ards involved, drivers should al- 
so realize that a majority of the 
winter tires tested were poorer 


or little better than regular 
tires. Slow Down 
Unfortunately, when some 
drivers find they. have extra 
traction and stopping power, 


they may start driving faster 
than they should. 

Repeated tests have shown in 
order to provide the same stop- 
ping ability available on dry 
pavement at a speed of 50 miles 
an hour, speed on ice must not 
be higher than 25 miles an hour 
with reinforced tire chains or 15 
miles anshour with special win- 
ter tires, On hard packed snow, 
a speed of 35 mph with chains 
or 28 mph~ with special tires 
gives stopping ability equiva- 
lent to that at 50 miles an hour 
on dry pavement.

Bees And Flowers 


In blossom time, day after 
day, honeybees forage from sun- 
rise to sunset, visiting the flow- 
ers. A honeybee collects nectar 
or pollen on one journey, never 
both at the same time. And 
though each flower in turn is 
plundered, the bee visits only 
one species at a time. The bee, 
clad with many delicate bristles 
and hair-like processes, becom- 
es covered with the mealy pol- 
len of the flowers it visits and, 
entering flower after flower, 
leaves bits of pollen wherever 
it goes. These pollen grains are 
vitally important to the flowers, 
for without them they would 
not be able*to form their seeds. 
The part of the flower that 
creates the pollen is the anther 
the stamen’s tip. Before seeds 
can be formed, pollen must find 
its way to another part of the 
flower, called the stigma. The 
shifting of pollen from anther 
to stigma is called pollination. 
Some flowers are able to do this 
work for themselves, without 
any outside help. This process 
is called self-pollination. In 
cross-pollination the pollen must 
\be carried from one flower to 
another. Sometimes the wind 
éarries it, sometimes beetles car- 
ry it, but very often, as you 
many have notic in gardens, 
fields and meadows, pollen is 
carried from flower to flower 
by honeybees. This is the great 
service that bees render the 
flowers —~full payment for all 
the sweet liquid they have 


gathered from the nectaries and 
for every grain of pollen they 
have made into bee bread.

Life on Venus 


Venus, most brilliant and 
beautiful of the planets, is sur- 
rounded by such a thick layer 
of clouds that we have never 
yet been able to see what goes 
on beneath them. If there are 
creatures living on Venus, it is 
probable that they have never 
seen the sun or the stars, but 
live perpetually in a cloudy 
world, in twilight almost, under 


No one knows what the clouds 
of Venus are composed of. It 
seems improbable that they can 
be made of water, for no trace 
of water vapor has yet been 
found in the) analysis of light 
reflected from them, and life as 
we know it can not exist with- 
out water. One modern authority, 
Wildt, has suggested that this 
cloud layer may be composed of 
formaldehyde. However, below 
the clouds which we are able to 
see, the atmosphere of Venus 
may be quite different, and be- 
cause of this uncertainty about 
the lower atmosphere of Venus 
we can not rule out the possi- 
bility of life there 


Travelling Seeds 


Many seeds or fruits have | 


wings or sails that cause them 
to be carried by the wind Trees 
that use this method include the 
pine, elm, maple catalpa and 
ailanthus. Dandelion, milkweed 
and lettuce seeds sail lohg dis- 
tances, wafted by the breeze on 
delicate parachutes composed of 
a crown of silky hairs 

In the tumbleweeds the whole 
plant breaks off from the roots 
when it stops growing. .The 
winged pigweed and Russian 
thistle, for example, go bounc- 
ing and bounding before the 
wind, scattering seeds as they 
go, Old witch grass sometimes 
breaks away from its roots in 
one piece, but more often breaks 
into fragments, each of which 
dances along with every. gust 
of wind, scattering its seeds 
hither and thither. 

Other plants disturbed by the 
wind include those with plume 
like fruits, such as clematis and 
some anemones. Balloon-like 
fruits. such as those of the 
ground cherry and hop horn- 
beam, have an inflated mem- 
branous covering full of air. This 


allows the wind to carry the 


fruit, tossing the balloon along 
the ground and scattering its 
seeds as it breaks up. ; 
The dust-like seeds of orchids 
are the smallest of all seeds. It 
is believed that the wind carries 
them the greatest distances even 
though they have no special fly- 
ing equipment such as wings, 
parachutes or balloons, 


orange with the white membrane and seeds removed. Mix in

Many seeds and fruits are 
great water-travelers, for those 
that are lighter than water are 
able to float, Fruits of such 
water-plants as arrowhead and 
bur reed have prominent air- 
chambers that help them on 
their voyage. Coconuts can float 
for many miles. Most of the 
seeds and fruits that travel by 
air can float for some time if 
they fall into the water. Heavy 
rains and floods that cover the 
land also help many seeds to 
new destinations, even though 
_ the seeds are not specially suit- 

ed for a sailor's life. 


Many seeds might be stay-at- 
homes were it not for the serv- 


transportation. Birds and--other 
animals are especially tempted 
by fleshy, pleasantly flavored 
fruits, and after finishing their 
feast they may drop and scatter 
the seeds. Smaller seeds may 
pass undigested and uninjured 
through the bird's digestive 
tract. Some of the most useful 
birds for seed dispersal are the 
blackbirds, thrushes and robins. 
Such plants as wild-cherry trees, 
red cedar, blackberry and wild 
strawberry supply song birds 
with free lunch; the birds in 
return transport the plants’ 
seeds. : 

Mistletoe, which lives as a 
parasite on trees, is sown in a 
peculiar way. Birds eat the 
white berries, then wipe their 
bills on tree branches to get 
rid of the sticky seeds. The 
seeds remain glued to the 
branch until spring, when they 
sprout and send roots into the 
tree branch and produce a few 
weak-looking, pale green leaves. 

Squirrels eat a great many 
nuts, but they bury some they 
never come back for; and so 
they plant many trees — oaks, 
hickories, walnuts and pines. 
The smallest seed carriers are 
ants, which actually play an im- 
portant part in dispersing many 
small seeds. 

When you walk through tall 
weeds, especially in fall and 
winter, you notice that many 
seeds are - expert hitchhikers. 
Your overcoat and stockings 
may be covered with seeds or 
sticky fruits and you may have 
to take your shoes off to get 
rid of needlelike seeds that have 
worked their way inside. When 
cockleburs with their numerous 
long hooks get into a person's 
or animal hair you frequently 
have to cut the hair to get rid of 
the burs. 

A great many seeds of pesti- 
. ferous weeds are unintentional- 
ly distributed by man. They ride 
by automobile, truck, wagon 
and even~by airplane, and the 
weed seeds frequently find their 
way into grass and crop-seed 
mixtures. 

Other’ seeds and fruits with 
ingenious hooks and spines are 
those of bur marigold, sweet 
cicely, burdock, bur grass, bed- 
straw, agrimony ard lespedeza, 

Some ripe fruits burst open 
| with enough violence to throw 
| the seeds quite a distance, The 
| pods of peas and beans split and 
twist. when fully dry, tossing the 


seeds away: from the parent 
plant. The jewel “weeds s0 
abundant in swamps over most 


of the United States and Can- 
| ada have a hair-trigger arrange- 
| ment that ®auses them to throw 
|} their seeds violently when 
| touched. Their common name of 
touch-me-not and the scientific 
| name Impatiens refer to this 
fact. Other plants that hurl 
| away their seeds include violets, 
wild geranium, and castor-oil 
plant. Witch-hazel seeds are

Q. How can I make a tonic for 
dry hair? 

A. Mix 3 ounces of cocoanut 
oil, 4% drams tincture of nux 
vomica, 2 ounces Jamaica bay 
rum, and 40 drops oil of berga- 
mot.

Q. How can I soften hard 
paint? 

A. Paint that is hard and use- 
less can be softened by pouring 
an inch of turpentine on top of 
it and letting it stand for a few 
days. Then stir with a stick un- 
til soft. 

Q. How can I keep cheese 
from crumbling when cutting 
it? 

A. Before attempting to slice 
very rich cheese heat the knife 
in boiling water. This usually 
*prevents breaking or crumbling. 

Q. How can I produce the 
effect of writing having been 


A. Mix one ounce of the finest 
pewter or block tin, and two 
ounces of quicksilver together 
until both become fluid. Then 
grind it with gum water. Use as 
you would ink. 

Q. How can I exterminate 
earth worms from potted plants? 

A. By thrusting unburnt sul- 
phur matches, heads down, into 
the earth around” the. plants. 
Use from two to six matches, de- 
pending upon the size of the 
plant. 

Q. How can I remove lodine 
from cotton or linen? 

A. Make a paste of starch and 
cold ‘water and spread over the 
stain.. Let stand until dry; then 
brush off. 

Q. How can I treat a boy’s 
shoes if he refuses to wear over- 
shoes? 

A. Give the soles of the shoes 
about three coats of shellac. 
This not only prevents the water 
from going through the leather, 
but will add life to the shoes. 

Q. How can I remove fruit 
stains from linen? 

A. If a little pure glycerine is 
applied to fruit stains on the 
table linen the ‘spots will be re- 
moved. Apply before sending to 
the laundry. 

Q. How can I best replace 
buttons that have torn off chil- 
dren's garments? 

A. Sew the button securely to 
a small square of strong tape. . 
Push the button through the 
hole, leaving the new square on 
the wrong side of the garment. 
Fell this down to the garment 
back of the button, and in this 
way one is patching as well as 
sewing on the button.

Louis ‘Bromfield, author, farm- 
er, naturalist and owner of the 
famous Malabar Farms at Mans- 
field, Ohio, is selling his herd of 
Holstein cows because he finds 
dairy farming no longer profi- 
table. Mr. Bromfield says that 
almost any type of farming pays 
off better than milking cows 
and that if the present trend 
more farmers will 
realize it and there is liable to 
be a shortage of good, clean milk 
within a couple of years. In 
his area farmers are getting 
seven cents a quart for milk 
that sells at twenty-two cents. 
Well, Mr. Bromfield isn’t the 
only one that has made that 
discovery. Plenty of other far- 
mers are of the same opinion. 
The trcuble is, unlike the owner 
of Malabar Farms, there isn't 
much they can afford to do a- 
bout it. Dairy farming may no 
longer be actually profitable but 
if a farmer can only break even 
he has at least got something 
to live on. 

Another little news-item I 
read last week was quite signi- 


ficant. It related to rising un- 
employment «figures and said 
this was no surprise to farm 
economists because once the 


farm income shows a serious de- 
crease, trade and industry is 
bound to suffer. Less farm in- 
come equals less buying power, 
less articles that need to be 
manufactured-—and so, less em 
ployment, A logical sequence, 
isn't it-—especially since farmers 
are still the largest buying group 
in the country? 

The trouble is farm incomes 
fluctuate to such an extent that 
very often the average farmer 
doesn't realise how badly his in 
come is reduced until it is too 


late to do much about it, But 
sometime there will be a gen- 
eral day of reckoning and it 
won't be a happy occasion.

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Hockey Should Be 
Peaceful Now . 


An era of hockey is about to 
end. - 

Feb. 1 of this year will be the 
date. At that time J. Conn 
Smythe will retire as president 
and managing director of the 
foronto Maple Leafs. He was 
preceded in retirement on Sept. 
30 by Arthur H, Ross, vice- 
president and general manager 
of the Boston Bruins. 

They were next to the last of 
the old guard of hockey. 

In the early days of the Na- 
tional Hockey League there 
were many other dominating in- 
dividuals such as Col. John S&. 
Hammond and Lester Patrick of 
the Rangers; James Norris, Sr., 
and Jack Adams of the Detroit 
Red Wings; Charles F. Adams 
ef the Bruins; Jimmy Strachan 
ef the defunct Montreal Mar- 
oons; Leo Dandurand and Cecil 
Hart of Canadiens; Maj. Fred- 
eric McLaughlin of the Chicago 
Black Hawks; William V. Dwyer 
ef the New York Americans and 
Tom Gorman, leader at times, of 
the Americans, Marogns and 
Chicago,’ writes Webb Morse, 
Sports Editor of The Christian 
Science Monitor. 

When Smythe retires only 
Jack Adams, general manager of 
the Red Wings of Detroit will 
rémain. The era will be at an 
end because there will be none 
left to fight with Adams. 

It used to be that the above- 
mentioned names were as prom- 
inent in the hockey news as the 
games and players. 

It took very little, and some- 
times only imagination, for gne 
or all of these esteemed gentie- 
men to drop their cloaks of pro- 
priety and verbally storm the 
bastions of hockey dignity, 
Feuds, real and fancied, were 
frequently invented against one 


another to maké headlines in 


press and radio. 

Probably the greatest purvey- 
ors of public attention were 
Ross and Smythe, generally be- 
tween the two. Not far behind 
in the art of commanding .not- 
ice were Charley Adams, Col- 
onel Hammond, Lester Patrick, 
Major McLaughlin, Tommy Gor- 
man and Cecil Hart. 

One needed but a question or 
§ hint to anyone of these harii- 
ened old characters and they 


would fire away at anyone or. 


all of their fellow league mem- 
bers. For years the then league 
president, Frank Calder, a mild- 
mannerec little man, was con- 
stantly in the role of peace- 
maker. It reached such heigh{s 
in later years that owners and 
members of the board of gov- 


‘ernors were warned to call a 


halt or face imposing fines. 

Possibly the most spectacular 
stunt of the times was the night 
Conn Smythe appeared at a 
Bruins-Leafs hockey game in 
Boston Garden arrayed in full 
dress:of top hat and tails. An- 
other was the night in Ottawa 
at a play-off game a Bruin play- 
er, Billy Coutu, assaulted Ref- 
eree Jerry LaFlamme after the 
game and was barred 
hockey for life, but later re- 
ports claimed Charley Adams, 
Bruin owner, as the attacker. 

Most of the times, however, 
the attacks were only verbal and 
of a personal nature for the pur- 
pose of inciting feuds in print. 
No question about the response 
either, for the papers and radio 
commentators ate it up and box 
offices were kept busy filling the 
demand fo: tickets to the games. 
I don't believe too many hockey 
fans or any of the press really 
adopted many of the feuds as 
bona fide, but they certainly 
contributed to the popularity of 
the sport at the time.

Why We Call It 
“Portland’’ 


Portland cement is the most 
important part of every con- 
crete sidewalk, highway, bridge, 
building—anything you see that 
is made of concrete.

Mixed with 
sand and water, it becomes the 
mortar with which bricks are 
sealed together in building con- 
struction.

The Ontario Milk Producers 
Coordinating Board has made a 
recommendation to the different 
dairy groups in the province to 
levy 1% per cent of the factory 
price of their production. These 
contributions are to be paid into 
a fund to be used for the stabili- 
zation of producer prices. 


The main purpose of this fund 
will be the subsidization of ex- 
ports which have to be sold a- 
broad at lower than home mar- 
ket prices, 

Also included in the 1% per 
cent deduction will be the June 
set-aside for the Dairy Farmers 
of Canada Advertising Fund and 
an unspecified share for a re- 
search fund. a 

The amount so collected is es- 
timated at somewhat more than 
two million dollars per year. 

As the Coordinating Board 
does not have powers to make 
decisions binding the different 
producer groups, the recommen- 
dation will come before the con- 
ventions of the producer organ- 
izations fo and con- 
sideration. 

Ministerial Approval Needed 
If the scheme is accepted ,by

the producers in full or in part, 
the matter is referred back to 
the Coordinating Board and each 
association has to petition the 
Minister of Agriculture for its 
approval: It is then in the dis 
cretion of the minister to bring 
the scheme before the cabinet 
io have it enacted by Order-in 
Council, or if he considers it as 
not desirable or necessary to re 
ject it, 

One association already has 
approved the plan, although 
leaving open the extent to whicit 
they will participate, The oUners

The weaving 
loom was at fault; but Blanket 
thought “this is not what we are 
trying to make, but for a differ- 
ent purpose it might be better, 
than anything else.” 


From thoughts sprang ac- 


tions; and the answer was the 
blanket. 

High up on the list of pub- 
lic benefactors is George Ste- 
phenson, the creator of Britain’s 
railways. This brilliant engineer, 
although he did not originate 
the steam locomotive, 
other inventions and improved 
them so completely as to make 
them peculiarly his own. 

Even in his early days, while 
he was being paid twopence & 
day for minding cattle, young 
Stephenson displayed his apti- 
tude for construction, spending 
some of his spare time in mak- 
ing minature mining engines. 

He knew that to get on he 
must be able to read and write, 
so for three nights a week, after 
doing a twelve-hour shift, he at- 
tended night-school at one pen- 
ny a night. On his nineteenth 
birthday, states John Rowland, 
in an inspiring and comprehen- 
sive biography, “ George Ste- 
phenson” he could scraw! his 
name. 

Stephenson's first big chance 
to prove his worth came when 
a new pit was to be sunk at 
Killingworth. A great problem 
of the times was the difficulty of 
preventing water seeping into 
the workings. A pumping-engine 
designed by the engineer Smea- 
ton proved a failure. 


George's forthright opinion of 
the machine was such that the 
management. asked if he could 
put matters right. “I could alter 
her and make her draw; in a 
week’s time you would be at 
the bottom of that pit.” He was 
given the job. 

At the end of the three days 
of concentrated labour the ma- 
chine — looking as if it had 
been tied together with pieces 
of string — was ready to. be 
started up. In two days the shaft 
was free of water; at the end 
of the third day men were work- 
ing at the bottom in compara- 
tively dry conditions.

coming into the Society's care. Pay- 
ment of the grant will be under the 
j supervision © of the two neembers 
from Council on the C.A. $. board. 

Earlier in the session the C.A.S.

While Montreal and Ottawa 
were digging themselves out of 
the snowdrifts over the week- 
end we were experiencing rain, 
fog and slippery roads.

Laws 


As his title indicates, the sec- 
retary ‘of labor is supposed to 
represent the interests of labor. 
Usually this means organized 
labor. So it is not surprising 
that Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
has denounced the states’ right- 
to-work laws.... 

So far as Arizona is concern- 
ed, the people of this state have 
repeatedly expressed their opin- 
ion on right-to-work legislation. 
They have voted for it three 
times, with increasing majori- 
ties each time. 

Most people don’t realize it, 
but Arizona laws also. include 
what might be called right-to- 
work legislation in reverse. Un- 
der the so-called yellow-dog 
laws, passed many years ago, no 
one can be denied employment 
simply because of membership 
in a union. Under the right-to- 
work laws, passed more recent- 
ly no one can be denied employ- 
ment simply because of non- 
membership in a union. 

This, it seems to us, balances 
out the equation. It leaves up 
to the worker the question of 
whether he will join.a union or 
not. It doesn’t please those em- 
ployers who would prefer not 
to have any unions and it does- 
n't please those unions that 
~ would like to make every work- 
er join. — Arizona (Phoenix)

This ‘story starts in England 
ever one hundred years. ago. It 
was a time of great distress, 
known in history as the “hun- 
gry 40s.” 


The weavers of Rochdale were 
in a terrible plight. Most of 
them were working for the un- 
believable pittance of 45 cents 
a week. In the midst of plenty 
they had nothing but scarcity. 
They staged a strike and lost 
ft, but they were not to be 
beaten. 

The New Idea 

In 1843 they were investigat- 
ing and studying the possibili- 
ties of bettering their lives. 
They struck an idea that made 
them famous. They were already 
cooperating as‘ producers in 
trade unions, but now they de- 
eided to reverse the procedure 
and start at the consumer end’ 

They would open a store and 
serve themselves. Other places 
would do the same. Through 
these stores they would go into 
wholesales, thence to the manu- 
facturing, and finally to the 
ownership of land and raw ma- 
terials. Thus they would be- 
geome independent of the rest 
#@f the economic world. 

They saw that whoever had 
eontrol] over the distributing 
and consuming end, would in 
time get control over the agen~ 
eles of production too. They had

When streets on new housing 
developments are named nowa- 
days, quaint names are rarely 
chosen.

And a square in Hull 
has the intriguing name of The 
Land of Green Ginger. 

Some years ago two East 
Londoh streets with warlike 
names, Waterloo and Artillery, 
were incorporated and renamed 
Peace Street. A councillor once 
strongly objected to Great Yar- 
mouth calling a thoroughfare 
Barkis Road, after the famous 
Dickens character.

The coun- 
cil, however, decided to retain 
the name of Barkis Road 

Petticoat Hole in Stockton 
got its quaint name from an old 
bequest left to provide under- 
garments every year for poor 
women, 

A short cut to the docks in 
Cardiff was named Go Late. In 
the north of England two not 
particularly lovely streets used 
to be known as Paradise and 
Elysium. 

Birdcage Walk in London was 
the aviary of Charles II. And 
Pail Mall stands where once 
fashionable Londoners played 
paillemaille, a croquet ~ like 
game, Constitution Hill marks 
the place where an early own- 
er of the site once took his 
morning constitutional. 

And for the tourist searching 
for quaintness, Norfolk provid~ 
es the Land of Nod and Little 
Snoring. Or, if you're really 
hungry in your search, you must 
travel to Scotland to locate 
Tongue, Ham Sandwich, Christ- 
mas Pie and Devil's Beef Tub. 

Some of these villages were 
named so long ago that no one 
now knows the reason why.
